Minister of Agriculture Leaves 
August 10th for Food and 
Agricultural Conference

OTTAWA, July 30th.—It is es- 
timated that, through unfavorable 
weather at seeding time, grain crops 
in Eastern Canada will be 40 per cent 
below normal. It is therefore certain 
that Eastern livestock producers will 
be requiring a greater volume of feed 
grains from the West than ever 
before. 

Was Record Last Year 

Last year there was a record ship- 
ment of grains, screenings and mull 
feeds, 
62,700 tons of screenings and 750,000 
tons of mill feed (the previous record 
volume being in 1945, when 96 million 
bushels of grains, 64,700 tons of 
screenings and 671,000 tons of mill 
feeds were shipped East.). This year 
an additional 25 million bushels of 
grain over the 1946 figure will be need- 
ed, it is estimated. ‘‘he freight assis- 
tance policy is to be continued until 
July 31st, 1948, that is through the 
crop year. while no provision has been 
made for continuance of the seed 
grain payments of 25 cents on barley, 
25 cents on wheat and 10 cents on oats 
after the end of this month. 

It is likely, it is stated, that 
exports of feed grains will be 
prohibited, as every bushel will be 
needed in this country. 


Hog Marketings Increasing 


The weekly marketings of hogs are - 


growing steadily in Canada as a 
whole, the figure for the week ending 
July 19th being 65,709 compared 
with 50,924 in the same week of last 
ear. For the 29 weeks since the 
t ecinning of the year, the total has 
been 2,378,586, compared with 
2,548,011 in the same period of 1946, 
showing there is still a gap to be 
filled. With the present ratio of 
increase, if continued, there should 
be no difficulty in reaching well above 
the 1946 total. 
Guard Against Foot and Mouth 
Disease oa 
Authorities at the Department of 
Agriculture here are emphasizing the 
danger. that exists in the reported 
outbreak of foot and mouth disease 
in Mexico, where cattle, goats, hogs 
and sheep have become infected. 
The disease has never occurred in 
Canada, but because it ig most con- 
tagious and costly to farm life, ‘every 
inspector at seaports and points at

FORAGE FAIRLY GOOD 


Ample Roughage on Most Farms 
—No Need For Farmers to 
Sacrifice Livestock

A torrid July has ruined the hopes 
of a big grain crop in the Prairie 
Provinces of Western Canada. The 
prospects at the beginning of the month 
were exceedingly bright, but the crop 
could not stand up under the excessive 
heat and drouth. At best, a moderate 
crop will be harvested. This is very 
disappointing in view of the keen 
demand for wheat by importing 
nations and the prospective shortage 
of feed grains in Canada. 

In Alberta the forage crop situation

roughage on most farms. There is no 
need for farmers to sacrifice their 
livestock.

Farm Organizations Lead the 
Way.—Bryan L. White, Editor of 
The Ottawa Farm Journal, makes

Mr. White accompanied the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture delegation 
to get a first hand story for his paper. 
He says: 

““At last one International Con- 
ference has been able to meet in an 
atmosphere of comparative harmony, 
come to almost unanimous agreements 
on the objectives it set out to achieve.”’ 
In speaking of our own delegation 

he has this to say: ‘The place of 
Canada was outstanding at this meet- 
ing, something which delegates and 
observers from many countries have 
commented upon. Not only was 
Canada’s H. H. Hannam of Ottawa, 
President of the Canadian Federation, 
elected third Vice-president, but it 
was his forcible short talk on the 
first day that got the conference 
down to real work and out ot the realm 
of formal speeches. 

The delegation from 33 nations 
agreed that farmers throughout the 
world must produce for plenty if the 
world is to be properly fed. This in 
turn is looked upon as the first step 
for permanent peace. 

Mr. Hannam in a recent address 
pointed out that this gnc of full 
production is pne which involves great 
risks for Agricultural Producers: unless 
adequate provision is made for efficient 
and equitable distribution of farm 
products in the world markets. 

It is evident that agricultural 
producers throughout the world are 
prepared to do their share. It is now

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FREIGHT RATES HEARINGS 


When the Canadian Railways filed their applica- 
tion with the Board of Transport Commissioners 
for an increase in freight rates of 30 per cent, they 
may not have anticipated that the hearings of their 
application would be as extended as they have 
been, or that the case against the proposed increase 
roe be so carefully documented as it has proved 
to be. 

In 1920, when they applied for an increase, their 
application was granted in a couple of days. It is 
just possible that they may have expected, if not 
SO easy a passage as that, at least a very brief 
hearing or hearings and then a decision in their 
favor. 

If so, the railways must have been somewhat un- 
pleasantly surprised. Hearings which began last 
winter have been almost continuous since. There 
has been an adjournment for the summer, and 
argument will commence in September. It may be 
some months yet before the Commissioners give 
their decision. 

Governments in the Western Provinces and the 
Maritimes, and farm organizations and boards. of 


trade and representatives of various . businesses,’ . 


have been aroused to an understanding of the 
serious nature of the threat which this application 
constitutes, tothe economic position of the people 
they represent. ee 


WESTERN HEARINGS 
The special hearings in the Western Provinces 


gave a number of Provincial farm bodies an 


opportunity to be heard. Right well they rose to 
the occasion, and in many cases presented briefs 
that won the respect alike of their opponents and 
of the members of the Board. The Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture took the lead in behalf of all its 
member organizations, and these presented indivi- 
dual applications. The fact that Alberta stands at 
the apex of the Canadian freight rate structure, and 
that an increase in rates will therefore be more 
damaging to the economic position of agricultgre 
in this Province than it will be to the position of 
any other, was clearly brought out. Until there 
has been an equalization of the freight rates struc- 
ture, it was contended, it would be premature to 


grant an increase in rates. 
* * * 


CANADIAN FEDERATION ALERT 


The Canadian. Federation of Agriculture sub- 
mitted a brief last January, and President Hannam 
again took the stand in July, speaking*in behalf of 
the 400,000 farmer producers in Canada who are 
affiliated to the Federation through their various 
member bodies. 

Mr. Hannam spoke for farmers from coast to 
coast, and clearly recognized the special position 
of the prairie region. ‘‘Prairie farmers located at 
great distances from the domestic and export 
markets,” he said, “and producing an unusally 
high volume of freight traffic per producer, are vitally 
dependent upon low cost transportation.” , 

The President pointed. out-that agricultural and 
animal products.make.up between a quarter and a 
third of all the revenue tonnage carried by. the 
railways. It was estimated, he said, that the pro- 
posed rate increase would add close to $20,000,000 
to the freight bill on Canadian farm products 
moving to market. It would add over $2,000,000 to 
the cost of shipping livestock alone.

Mr. Hannam pointed out that while the extra- 
ordinary demand for food and other commodities 
has carried over from the end of the war to the 
present time, it is unreasonable to expect that it 
will: continue indefinitely. ‘‘It could be,’’ he said, 
“that recession will set in in the near future. Is it 
logical or wise, therefore, to fasten upon ourselves 
a high freight rate structure as a permanent policy 
while basing our case for it upon a situation we believe 
to be temporary, and to-have been created by ab- 
normal conditions?” ae

The C.F.A., Mr. Hannam made clear, is mindful 
of the services which the railways have performed 
to Canada and her agricultural industry throughout 
the years. Even, however, if the applicants estab- 
lished a need for increased revenue, it would be for 
the Board “in their wisdom to weight very carefully 
whether or not the disadvantages and handicaps 
to the‘national economy of an increased freight 
rate wéuldé not completely outweigh, from the 
standpoint of the national welfare, any benefits 
that may accure to the railways and railway sérvices 
by virtue of such an increase.”’

Foreword 


HIS story is of the creation and 

- development of rural electrifica- 

’ tion, which was one of the projects 
Which helped pull the United States 
out of the depression of the early 
30’s. Although first conceived many 
heey previously, it was under President 

.D. Roosevelt thatit was brought to 
fruition, While he threw his weight 
into it, Congress backed him almost 
100 per cent, to carry it out, believing 
that through government loans to be 
ultimately repaid, the people could 
and would help themselves out of 
trying times and into higher standards 
of living. 

As one travels around this State of 
Washington, where electricity is on 
almost every farnf, One sees it as a 
lasting monument to men of vision,

_ HOW RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 
BEGAN 
In 1920;~the Federal Water Power- 


Act, first advocated by President 
Theodore Roosevelt, was passed by 
Congress and signed by President 
Wilson. This act reserved forever 
Government title to the Nation’s 
water power. The Department of 
Agriculture, interested in securing 
cheaper farm power, was conducting 
an investigation of all sources, in- 
cluding electricity. But the latter 


‘was too high in price to consumers. 


Rural Demand Forces Action 


However, leaders of electric com- 
panies took notice of the demand 
being made for electrical energy on 
the farm, and a prominent agricultural 
engineer sdid in 1923, ‘The rural 
demand for electric service became 
so insistent, something had to be 


done.” : 

In the first endeavor at rural 
electrification, industry took the 
initiative. The second attempt 


resulted from pressure by agriculture. 
During the next ten years, agricultural 
prices hit an all time low, while 
electric power had grown until by 
1930 its reported capital investment 
amounted to $11 billion and its gross 
revenues to over $2 billions. 
Only 2.6 per cent of farm homes 
were electrified while 42 per cent 
of urban homes were electrified and

Farmers’ organizations in 
Alberta have gone on record 
repeatedly in advocacy of a 
plan of rural electrification 
under public ownership, on 
the ground that only under 
public ownership can’ electri- 
fication be made general, rather 
than the privilege of a few 
districts which are favorably 
situated. Mr. and Mrs. Kerns 
formerly farmed at Acme, and 
took anactive part in the affairs 
of the organized farmers. They 
are now farming at Walla 
Walla, Washington. 


over half of industrial power was 
electrical. Yet; agriculture was 
proclaimed the basic industry, while 
the farm Grange members sang 
“The Farmer Feeds the World.” 
In 1933, Henry C. Wallace, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, in the Roosevelt 
Cabinet, ordered an appraisal of all 
types of motor power used on United 
States farms. Central stations fur- 
nished only 4.6 per cent, but some of 
this was for irrigation and drainage, 


and only about 1 per cent was used for 


other farm purposes. 

In the meantime, representatives of 
the nationa:i Eiectric Light Association 
and the American [Farm Bureau 
Federation met in Chicago and dis- 
cussed rural electrification as a Co- 
operative effort, but the two schools 
of thought were too far apart. 


Two Points of View 

Utilities said: ‘‘The national level 
of farm income should be raised so 
they could profitably afford to serve 
agriculture.” Said the farm organiza- 
tions and agricuitural leaders, including 

‘the new-deal President, FF. D. Roose- 
velt: “‘The costs of electrical service 
must be lowered .to a point where 
farmers can ‘pay for it out of their 
present income and thus help increase 
those incomes.” 

The “R.E.A.” was born on May 11, 

1935, when the United States President 
F.D.R., by an_ executive order 
authorized the Rural Electrification 
Administration “to initate, formulate, 
administer, and supervise a program 
of approved projects with respect to 
the generation, transmission and 
distribution of electric 
rural areas.” 
* Both large farm organizations, the 
National Grange and Farm Bureau 
passed resolutions asking President 
Roosevelt to help the cause of Rural 
Electrification. - Edward A. O’Neal, 
President of the latter group, asked 
in the recommendations of retief work 
projects that $150,000,000 be included 
for rural electricity. 


Congress Votes $100,000,000 

Congress, in the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act, April 8, 1935, 
made available $100,000,000 for the 
project. So’ President Roosevelt 
really created ‘R.E.A., in co-operation 
with the major farm organizations of 
the U.S. 


energy in. 
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Geo. W.. Norris, Senator from 
Nebraska, visited Ontario, ‘where 
he went to farm homes and found 
them as well lighted and equipped 
as urban ones. .Fhey were paying 
less for electricity than the people 
in large United States cities. 
That demonstrated to him that 
real rural electrification was not a 
futile hope but a proven reality. 


One year after the President of the 
U.S. created the R.E.A,., Congress 
passed a bill, extending the life of 
the R.E.A., ten years. It was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Norris 
and in the House by Sam Rayburn 
of *Texas. There was very little 
opposition. “ 

On July Ist, 1939, R.E.A. came 
under Administration in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The _ task 
handed the new Administrator was a 
new one, but Secretary Waliace had 
promised that ‘“‘the great resources 
of this Department and all its Bureaus 
will be thrown bchind the R.E.A. 
program, as it becomes possible to 
take advantage of them effectively.”’ 

The staff was small considering the 
amount of work handled. The job 
was 2 big one,—to organize hundreds 
of thousands of farmers over the 
States into Co-operative Associations 
to serve themseives bv _ projects 
financed by the Federal Government 
on an area basis at cost. There ensued

Planning on a Large Scale 

Besides, existing lines were only 
running through well settled areas 
Where farmers could pay for the cost. 
R.E.A. was to be a regional serwice, 
which meant planning on a large scale 
from 100 to 2500 miles, covering 
from one to five counties. [Farmers 
of thinly as well as densely settled 
parts had to be served. Rates had to 
be brought down to within their 
reach if the experiment were to succeed. 

With no precedent to go by, the 
staff had to pioneer. They became 
inventors, planners, explorers and 
creators. How well they succeeded 
is a future story.

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Who Controls Alberta Federation of hericalters? 


Is the Federation controlled by farmers? Or is it 
controlled by those who are remote from the farms? 


First of all, let us see what the representation is, and 
how the control is acquired. As we said in the last issue, 
the Federation is composed of Organizations of farmers. 
At all annual meetings, each Organization is entitled to 
one voting delegate; Member Organizations with member- 
ships of five hundred to fifteen hundred, two voting delegates; 
those organizations with membership of from fifteen hundred 
to thirty-five hundred, three voting delegates; and organiza- 
tions with over thirty-five hundred members, four voting 
delegates, which is the maximum. 


At each Annual Meeting the delegates elect the Board 
of Directors. The Directors only hold office one year unless 
re-elected at the next Annual Meeting. The present Board 
all live on their own farms and are mostly practising a 
diversified type of farming. No Organization can elect 
more than one of its officials on the Directorate of the 


Federation; and no Organization, no matter how large in 


membership, can send more than four delegates to meet 
with the delegates from the sixty Ogganizations in a Special 
or Annual Meeting. and every organization is entitled to 
one delegate. 


HOW ARE DIRECTORS ELECTED? 


Nine directors are elected each year to carry out the 
functions of the Federation during the year. Delegates 
from Organizations interested in certain commodities meet 
in a group at the Annual Meeting for the purpose of electing 
a Director to represent them on the Board. At present 
these groups are known as Grain, Dairy, Livestock, Farm 
Supplies, Sugar Beets, Poultry, Sheep and Wool. One is 
appointed to cover other interests. The A.F.U. and U.F.A. 
elect their own representatives on the Board. 

Thus the Federation is composed of farmers and set up 
to serve farmers. : 


DO THE DIRECTORS DRAW SALARIES? 


No, the only salaries paid are to the Secretary, and - 


Assistant Secretary, and are very normal indeed. The 
Directors receive expenses when attending meetings, which 
are intended to cover train fare, hotel and meals. 


HOW IS THE FEDERATION FINANCED? 


The Federation is financed by a membership fee of $5.00 
for each Organization and a levy of twenty cents per member 
from each of the Member Organizations. Of the ¢wenty 
cents membership levy, ten cents goes to the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture as the A.F.A. affiliation fee to that 
body.

One of Those Things 


Arithmetically minded readers who 
studied the examples given by Mr. 
Toppenberg in hissreport to the 
Annual’ Meeting of’ the §.A.D.P. of 
the net results in cash to shippers of 
the ‘Rol s method of paying for 
cream \as compared with that of other 
creameries in the same areas, may 
have noticed that one particular item 
just literally “didn’t add up”, two 
figures having been. transposed in 
some manner (probably by gremlins) 
in the course of preparation for printing. 
For the benefit of these readers we 
repeat the example, corrected, below: 

In the case of a certain shipping 
point (Cereal), the value of a can of 
cream containing 14 lbs., was 50 cents 
per lb., or a total of $7.00. From this 
the Pool deducted 1 cent per lb. to 
cover all charges, leaving $6.86. The 
same can, if shipped to a competitor, 
would have brought 52 cents per lIb., 
or a total of $7.28,,but from this the 
charges deducteg would be 47 cents, 
leaving the shipper $6.81.

Last Week, Calgary’ 


Opinion That Sheep Industry 
Penalized During War Years 
Is Expressed

Formation of a Western Sheep 
Council embracing all wool organiza- 
tions in the three most westerly 
Provinces took place at a representa- 
tive meeting of sheep men from 
British Columbia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan held in Calgary on 
Saturday, July 26th, to discuss prob- 
lems affecting their industry. 

The meeting was called at the 
request of a number of small sheep 
breeders’ organizations who view with 
alarm the decrease of the sheep popula- 
tion in the western provinces. 


Outlines Problems 


W. 8S. Benson, Secretary of the 
Southern Alberta’ Sheep Breeders’ 
called the meeting to order and 
outlined the problems which he 
considered as causes of the decreases 
of sheep and wool production. These 
could be listed as— 

1. Lack of a definite sheep policy 
on the part of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

2. Difficulty in securing reliable 
and experienced help. 

3. Losses from coyotes, particu- 
larly to small flocks. 


4. Relationship of sheep and wool 


prices to other branches of livestock. 
Clem Kimber from Abbey, Saskat- 
chewan, took the floor after A. Hilden- 
brand of Vauxhall had been appointed 
chairman for the meeting. Mr. Kimber 
expressed the opinion that the sheep 
industry had been penalized during 
the war years in that the price of wool 
had been pegged at too low a figure, 
while costs of production continued 
to rise. He said the present trend of 
disposing of all ewe lambs would 
continue and the range man would 
soon be out of business unless given 
some assurance Of prices. He lamented 
the fact that Canada only produced 
one-fifth of the wool required and that 
the State of Montana alone had more 
sheep than the Whole of Canada, 
M,r. Kimber laid part of the blame 
for the present situation at the feet of 
the’ sheep men, in that they had been 


‘ indifferent in facing their problems 


As the outcome of recent action’ by 
the annual meeting of the North 
Peace River U¥F.A. District Associa- 
tion, whose delegates set up a com- 
mittee *to approach U.F.A. Central 
Co-operative with a view to establish- 
ing branches of that organization in 
the area, Norman F, Priestley, General 
Manager. of the Co-operative, will 
visit the North Peace River next 
week under the guidance of W. 
Williams of Brownvale and his com- 
mittee. Before crossing to the North, 
Mr: Priestley will meet the representa- 
tives of nine co-operative stores at 
Grande Prairie on Monday next, 
August 4th. These projected develop- 
ments were the subject of a conference 
held on Thursday of last week in 
Edmonton beween the Executive of 
the U.F.A. Central Co-operative and 
the Board of the Alberta Wholesale, 
with a view to the co-ordination of 
effort in. the Peace River area. 

In the Peace River co-operation has 
in many phases reached a large develop- 
ment. ‘Marketing co-operatives in 
grain, livestock and seed are well 
established. U.F.A. Central Co- 
operative now has fourteen Maple 
Leaf oil agencies in the territory. A 
fine string of local co-oper&tive stores

But there were some things which 
rather surprised her.

Marvels at Farm Women 


When she thought of the farm 
women, it was almost a marvel to her 
that they could make their homes 
and be happy so far from cultural 
centres, so far from neighbors. I 
gathered she did think that possibly 
some could make more of their homes 
and surroundings than they did. 

When [ asked her if she thought we 
read as much, she replied that to her 
1t seemed we did not, save for the fun- 
nies, she laughingly added. They 
rather considered them for children 
and not for adults. And of our sports 
She could not fail to note our 
tendency to be spectators. Nor: could 
she properly appreciate ‘our radio 
programmes with their fulsome 
advertising. / 

But her story was not one of com- 
plaint. It was one of gratitude for 
the home and friends she found waiting 
her in this country, which we hope 
will be indeed home to her.

(Continued from page 1) 
Europe’s wheat production 
this year is less than that of the 
United States. BR 

Grain crops in Soviet Russia will 
be larger than in 1946, though con- 
siderably smaller than in the pre-war 
period when the wheat crop in good 
years exceeded a billion bushels. 

North Africa is expected to produce 
142 million bushels, or about the same 
as last year. The wheat product- 
ion of India  is_ placed at 3820 
million bushels, the smallest since 
1928. Grain crops in the Far East 
may be smaller than last year because 
of unfavorable weather. 

In Australia; the seeded area is 
about 15 million acres and conditions 
are favorable.. Seeding is well under 
way in Argentina. 

Save for the large wheat production 
in the United States, the world wheat 
situation, from a supply standpoint, 
continues gloomy. 


Protest Delay in 
Wheat Agreement 


LONDON,’ England.—Grave con- 
cern that no, international wheat 
agreement has as yet been reached 
has been expressed in behalf of the 
primary producers by James Turner, 
President of the International Federa- 
tion of Agricultural Producers in a 
message cabled to the International 
Wheat Council during the sessions of 
the Council in Washington. 

The cable embodied the text of the 
resolution of the Policy Committee 
on this subject, which was unanimously 
approved by the Council of I.F.A.P. 
at the recent conference in Holland. 

It was recommended in this resolu- 
tion that I.F.A.P. should communicate 
with the Wheat Council, F.A.O., and 
other appropriate agencies, expressing 


the great importance which the 
Federation attaches to the early 
conclusion of a wheat agreement, 


and urging that such an agreement 
should be reached as soon as possible. 


Press British Government 


In accordance with a further recom: 
mendation of this report, which state 
that member-organizations of I.}'.A.P. 
should press their respective govern- 
ments for the early establishment of 
a Wheat agreement, a deputation from 
the National Farmers’ Union of Eng- 
land and Wales, led by James Turner, 
the President, who was accompanied 
by E. H. Gardiner, Vice-President, 
L. M. Du Pre, Chairman of the 
Cereals Committee, J. F. Phillips, 
Parliamentary Secretary, and Mr.

F.A.O. Conference Faces World 
Problems 

The Canadian delegation to the 
Food and _Agricultural Conference, 
headed by Hon. J. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture, will sail for 
Europe on the Aquitania on August 
10th. The aims of this organization 
are sO novel in world history, so 
humanitarian and so _ praiseworthy 
that the reports from this conference 
will undoubtedly be followed with 
the deepest interest.
